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Continuation of 11. dpes NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The recitation in claim 1 of the bypass control 
section is written in broad temriinology. The limitation of "a predetermined time" is open to interpretation. Ikeda repeatedly states the 
purpose of the power unit is to supply continuous power. The comparator (item 5) sends an output simultaneously to both the bypass 
controller and the converter. The signal output to the bypass switch must first pass through the controller (6). This extra step before 
triggering the switch (4) is enough of a delay to satisfy "a predetermined time" after the start of switching operation, as the switching 
operation would start at the same instant that the controller receives the signal from the comparator, but before a command is output to 
the switch. Further, it would be obvious to one skilled in the art that the switch (4) requires a predetermined period of time to transfer 
between closed and open states. In the time that the switch is making the transition to open, the converter has already "started" the 
switching operation. 
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
